Scope and coverage 


This appendix provides descriptive information for The Chalfonts and Amersham area relating 
to identified designated and non-designated heritage assets that lie within the following 
study areas: 


e designated assets: within the land required both temporarily and permanently, for 
construction and operation of the Proposed Scheme and the 500m study area, within 
the 10mm settlement contour’ and within the zone of theoretical visibility (ZTV); and 


e non-designated assets: within the land required both temporarily and permanently, for 
construction and operation of the Proposed Scheme, the 500m study area, and within 
the 1omm settlement contour. 


Where appropriate assets have been grouped e.g. clusters of listed buildings within 
conservation areas.

There are five Grade II listed buildings located within the 
complex: Greene House; Milton House; Pearman House; 
Passmore Edwards; and Gott’s Monument. The value of 
The Colony lies within its historical connectionsto the 
National Society for the Employment of Epileptics, and the 
establishment of the first residential community for 
epileptics. The setting of the building in association to 
each other makes a contribution to the value of the asset, 
however the wider setting of The Colony isnot seen as 
contemporary and hence does not contribute to the value 
of the asset. 


Skipping's Farm buildings recorded on ast Edition OS 
mapping of 1876 prior to the establishment of 'The 
Colony’. The farm is believed to be date to the 18th 
century dueto the known date of a timber framed barn 
moved from the site to the Chiltern Open Air Museum. 
Little remains of the original farm layout, with a number of 


the buildings having been demolished or removed. The 
setting of the farm in connection to 'The Colony’ is deemed 


to be a contributing factor to its value. It should be noted, 
however, that this setting isnot contemporary with the 
original construction of the farm.

Though the extant building dates to the late 18th century, 
the site of Newlands Park is known to have existed since 
the 13th century. 
The value of the asset isas an example of late 18th century 
architecture, the modern buildings within the complex 
surrounding the main house, however, detract from the 
value of the building's fabric and character. The modern 
buildings have also had asevere impact on the setting of 
the building; as such its setting is deemed not to 
contribute to its value.

Modern and historic mapping and field survey indicate that 
an avenue to Newlands House and Park once extended 
from Newlands to Chesham Lane near Ashwell's Farm 
(CHAo17). The asset is considered to be of some aesthetic 
or historical interest.

Ashwell's Barn isa large 17th to 18th century timber- 
framed and weatherboarded barn (now a domestic 
residence). 


Geophysical survey to the south-west of the farm 
produced negative results (see Appendix CH-004-08, 
Section 3). 


The field boundaries surrounding the farm are broadly 
contemporaneous with Ashwell’s Farm. Those 
immediately surrounding Ashwell’s Farm, however, have 
been altered to accommodate a relatively modern wooded 
and landscaped garden and tennis courts. 


The value of the asset isas an extant example of atimber- 
framed post-medieval farmhouse and the associated barn. 


The setting of the asset that contributes to its value is 


derived from its relationship with its agricultural and rural 
environs and the association with Newlands House and 
parkland (CHAo14 and CHAoas) and clearly contributes to 
its value.

The Chalfont St Giles conservation area encompasses the 
old core of the village and includes 33 listed buildings. 


Included within the conservation area is The Stone 
Cottage, attached barn and outbuildings. The complex has 
evidence of 17th century origins; however it has seen much 
development and alterations within the 18th and 19th 
centuries. The value of the complex is principally derived 
from the cottage, barn and outbuilding providing an 
example of a grouping of post-medieval vernacular farm 
buildings. The Stone Cottage complex was originally farm 
buildings associated with the Stone Estate, and hence the 
setting of the asset in close proximity to The Stone, the 
principal house of the estate) makes an important 
contribution to the value of the asset. 


The Grade II registered park and garden of Milton's 
Cottage isa late 19th century, early 20th century terraced 
garden of an earlier Grade II* timber-framed cottage, the 
home of the poet John Milton between 1665 and 1667. The 
cottage and the garden were bought in 1887 and dedicated 
to Milton; it isthought that the garden may have been 
remodelled at thistime. The garden has been restored 
since 1975 with the majority of flowers and shrubs planted 
during the latter part of the 2oth century. 


The value of the asset is derived from its connection to 
Milton's Cottage and itssetting alongside the building.
